According to Sup. John Puskar, 
little was resolved Wednesday at a 
third meeting in Detroit between 
township officials and represen- 
tatives of the road commission, the 
M & B Contracting Co. of Novi and 
the Detroit Edison Co. 


About the only thing decided was 
that Edison next week will let the 
township know when another 
meeting of all concerned will take 
place on the truck controversy, 
Puskar said. 

Huron Township installed traffic 
control signs a few weeks ago to 
reroute the return northbound leg of 


80 to 100 trucks hauling sand from a 
Sumpter Township landfill site to 
Monroe for the Detroit Edison Co. 

Township officials had contended 
the approximately six round-trip 
runs through certain areas, 
especially the Waltz community, 
created hazardous conditions for 
pedestrians and motorists within 
township limits. 


City makes effort 
to eliminate rats 


At least seven residences with 
“obvious rat problems” were un- 
covered at the end of last month 
along the drainage ditch running 
through the Meadowns Subdivision 
in Romulus duringa survey made by 
city and county employes. 

“We left rat bait (poison) with 
residents of the area, along with 
instructions on how to use it,” said 
Dennis A. Davidson, chief ordinance 
pfficer for Romulus. 

Davidson and a county employe 
checked approximately 50 
residences in the Meadows the last 
two days of June. 

A seven-day follow up was made 
later during which the two men 
walked the entire length of the ditch 
and baited all rat holes. Results of 
the effort are not yet in, Davidson 
said. 

However, preliminary in- 
vestigation showed that after about 
five days the rats quit taking the 
halt, indicating they had either 
moved on to another location or 
were reported found dead by 
residents of the area. 

“We again remind city residents 
bothered by rats to get rid of nesting 
places such as abandoned cars and 
improperly contained garbage. 
Also, keep yards clean of dog food 
and manure,” he cautioned. 

Davidson also warned that plastic 
bags used to store garbage are no 
deterrent to rats or other animals 
and that metal garbage cans should 
be used to hold the plastic con- 
tainers. 

“Residentsshould also be aware 
that by keeping old abandoned 


inoperable cars intheir yards and on 
the street, or keeping garbage or 
other litter uncontiined in their 
yards, they are in violation of city 
ordinances,” he explained. 

He said the rat problem was not 
confined to the Meadows area, but 
was city -wide and could only be 
alleviated through the cooperation 
of the residents themselves. 

“Anyone having questions on what 
to do about removing old cars or who 
need information on controlling rats 
should call the ordinance depart- 
ment at Romulus City Hall,” he 
said. 

Although actual violations are not 
being issued at this time, he said, 
verbal warnings and letters to city 
residents suggesting how to rectify 
rat problems are being used in the 
battle against rats. 

Thus far in his work, Davidson 
said residents have been very 
cooperative and were concerned 
about the rat situation, but were not 
aware (hey w ere in violation of city 
ordinances. 

“The public should understand 
that we are not law enforcement 
officers, but are more concerned 
with helping them with the rat and 
cleanup problems and to get them to 
take pride in their city,” he 
declared. 

Residents who geta warning letter 
have up to 15 days to comply with 
recommendations. If they find they 
are unable to do so, they should call 
the ordinance department and 
arrangements will be worked out to 
suit their convenience, Davidson 
pointed out. 


The controversy went to Romulus 
District Court and to Wayne County 
Circuit Court. Last month. Judge 
Horace Gilmore ruled against the 
trucking firm and said that Huron 
Township had the authority to erect 
temporary traffic control signs for a 
90-day period and the matter ap- 
peared settled. 

But, the road commission, miffed 
that it was not consulted by the 
township for permission to erect the 
signs, got into the act and threatened 
to tear them down. 

Three meetings by township of- 
ficials, mainly Puskar and Police 
Chief John Carney, with the road 
commission have done little to 
resolve the matter. 

However, Puskar reported that 
facts brought out at last week's 
meeting evidently have prompted 
the road commission to look at the 
whole situation in a new light. 

After Pickar, Carney and the 
township attorney, Ron Woodall, 
had urged cooperation from all 
parties concerned. M & B main- 
tained it had the right to use the 
most practical route for its trucks, 
contending the ioute staked out by 
the township for them was too 
bumpy. They said the partial fiber 
glass construction of their trucks 
could not take the rough pounding 
while traversing the route 

Puskar said the truck firm’s claim 
did not set too well with road com- 
mission representatives present at 
the Wednesday session. They felt 
that the new trucks should be able to 
withstand road conditions en- 
countered, the supervisor said. 

After M & B declared the route set 
up by the township took its trucks 42 
minutes longer, Puskar said a check 
by the township showed the newly- 
laid out run could be made “Within 
seconds" of the first one used by M & 
B. 

+ 

Finally, he said the trucking firm 
agreed the new run could be made 
within six minutes of its original 
route. 

Further discussion prompted road 
commission officials to state that 
they could not understand why M & 
B felt the route laid out by the 
township was rougher. In fact, they 
thought it was better than the first, 
Puskar explained. 

He added that in previous court 
appearances, even the Judge in 
Romulus District Cburt brought out 
the fact that M & B had similar 
problems with its trucks in other 
areas where the firm was doing 
business. 

James L. Jones, regional 
representative for Edison, said his 
company was trying to correct an 
environmental problem at its 
Monroe facility with the hauling of 
sand from Sumpter. He added that 
Edison did not want bad public 
relations over the matter in Wayne 
County, Puskar said.

The recently adopted Romulus 
city budget of mere than $11 million 
incorporates a suggested public 
works capital improvement 
program that could reach in excess 
of $7 million. 

A study and report of the capital 
improvement projects was Jointly 
conducted and prepared by Romulus 
councilmen Fred Block, Ray Can- 
trell and James Raspberry. 
Assistance was given by the office of 
the mayor, department of public 
works and Wade, Trim & Associates, 
Inc., city engineers.

Tax billings 
are sent out 


The firstof two tax bills far 1978 
are on their way to Romulus 
residents, according to Dave 
Krause, city assessor 
The July 1 billing, he said, will 
collect about 52 percent of the 
total taxes due this year - 12.2 
mills for the city and 19.575 mills 
for the schools, half of its annual 
levy, and all special assessments 
such as delinquent water bills 
and street light charges 
The July 1 bill can be paid up to 
Sept. 30, 1978, without penalty, 
the assessor explained 
Thesecond 1978 tax bills will go 
out Dec. 1 and will collect 19.575 


mills, the second half of the 
school assessment; 7.57 for 
Wayne County; 108 for special 
education; and 0.81 mills for the 
community' college levy, Krause 
said. 

The second tax billing can be 
paid up to Feb 14, 1979, without 
penalty, he said 

This year, he explained, the one 
percent collection fee usually 
charged city residents on their 
tax bills will not be levied, 
following action by the city 
council to drop the charge The 
action will cost the city $120,000 in 
revenues, Krause said.

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Mosquitos: 

Their bite can cause more than Just an itch 


Mosquitoes can be nasty pests at 
this time of year in more ways than 
one Not only can their bites cause 
itching nuisances, but bites from 
certain mosquitoes may cause 
outbreaks of a serious disease. 


Most people who acquire a viral 
infection will not recognize any 
disease sysmptoms, but a small 
number of infections can develop 
into aseptic meningitis or en- 
cephalitis. In 1975 there were 36 


reported cases of St. Louis En- 
cephalitis throughout Wayne 
County. During the last two years 
there were a number of cases of this 
mosquito-transmitted disease in 
Michigan, but no cases were con- 


The Garden Doctor says... 


This week the Ga rden Doctor talks 
about: 

Q: Some black and yellow worms 
are eating numerous holes in our 
elm leaves What can we do? 

A: They are called elm leaf 
beetle larvae. These skeletonizing 
worms do substantial damage to the 
leaves and can weaken the trees 
vigor. They pupate into small 
beetles which can be a nuisance 
when they congregate in the 
autumn looking for a place to 
overwinter. Control is to spray the 
tree’s foliage with Sevin (carbaryl) 
nr Mpriywvchlor while the larvae 
are feeding. 


Q: When transplating the iris, I 
found caterpillars eating the 
rhizones. I killed the worms and 
discared the damaged rhizones 
What can be done in case some 
worms were overlooked? 

A: There are a couple control 
measures. In late August to October 
the adult borers, which are moths, 
will be laying eggs on iris foliage to 
start the cycle over again. So if the 
dead leaves are raked up and 
destroyed this fall the eggs will be 
removed, too. Nest spring spray 
every two w r eeks from the time the 
first growth appears until June 1. 
Use malathion or lindane This will

Q: Now that the rambler roses are 
finished blooming how should they 
be pruned 9 

A: Where ramblers are trained to 
a trellis or support so high that one 
year’s growth will not cover it, cut 
off some of the older shoots. Shorten 
strong vigorous canes This pruning 
will stimulate laterals to develop 
and continue to elongate and 
eventually cover the trellis 
Ramblers that are free-standing 
or against a fence can have the 
oldest canes completely removed to 
ground level Trim back the 
remaining canes only if they are 
excessively long and unsightly 
Q: Sowbugs and millepedes are 
swarming over the soil around our 
house. Are they going to eat our 
flowers and shrubs? 

A: Generally, these are not 
hazardous to plants. They are 
common in moist soil where there is 
some dead organic material such as 
dead leaves or wood chips 
Since they prefer dead plant 
material for their food, chemical 
control is not usually needed If their 
numbers are excessive or if they 
start to wander indoors, Diazinon 
can be drenched into the soil where 
they’re found. 


firmed in Wayne County. 

Dr. Perry Stearns, Wayne County 
health director, said there is no 
evidence so far this year of a St. 
Louis Encephalitis outbreak. 


The health department’s bird 
surveillance program is trying to 
determine if the virus that causes 
this disease is in the blood of local 
birds. The disease is passed back 
and forth between mosquito and bird 
and is transmitted to man by the 
bite of the mosquito. 

Last year two birds out of more 
than 5,000 tested throughout 
Michigan showed evidence of some 
virus activity. Health officials are 
uncertain if the virus is carried over 
from year to year or whether a new 
disease cycle begins each year 

Area residents can help reduce the 
number of mosquitoes and the 
possibility of diseases. Since all 
mosquitoes require water for hat- 
ching of eggs, residents can help 
themselves and their neighbors by 
the elimination of water holding 
containers or ponded water on their 
property 

Specific suggestions from the 
Health Department for reducing 
mosquito breeding in the neigh- 
borhood include the following. 

— Keep water changed daily in 
wading pools. Swimming pools 
unused for several days should still 
be filtered and disinfected daily. 

— Keep water changed weekly in 
bird baths. 

— Fill in low areas of yards that 
cause water ponding; discard any 
items such as old tires that hold 
water, and check house rain gut- 


ters and downspouts for clogging or 
holding water 

— Keep drainage ditches in front 
of property clean, and ornamental 
ponds should either be stocked with 
fish or drained and cleaned weekly. 

Other helpful measures include 
cutting of grass and weeds close to 
the ground, and where mosquitoes 
still are evident the treatment of 
yard vegetation with residual in- 
secticides such as Malathion. 

Other relatively safe insecticides 
which can provide mosquito control 
for up to one or two hours are 
py rethrums sold in several brand 


name products. These are contact 
sprays which have very little 
residual action, but provide short 
term effectiveness. 

To minimize the annoyance of 
biting mosquitoes, the health 
department recommends that doors 
and windows be closed unless insect 
screening is available, that 
protective clothing be worn or insect 
repellants used when outdoors in 
areas with numerous mosquitoes. 

If possible, it is better to stay away 
from wooded and heavily vegetated 
areas. Since mosquitoes are most 
active during evening hours, it is 
helpful to stay inside at that time.

A week ago, the Huron Zoning 
Board of Appeals had approved the 
following provisions: 1) okay of free- 
standing political signs, but 


prohibited their being tacked or 
nailed to telephone poles or trees ; 2) 
political signs must be taken down 
within 48 hours after the election is 
over; candidates must post a cash 
bond of $50. 

The board tonight is expected to 
okay everything routinely, but the 
cash bond provision.

Local chiropractors walk 
to get funds for patients 


Romulus chiropractors Dr Ray 
Elwart, Dan El wart and Warren 
Atkinson were among over 3,000 
chiropractors who carried to 
President Carter July 3 some 40,000 
petitions bearing over 300,000 names 
and addresses of chiropractic 
patients, collected during the month 
of June 

They joined their colleagues and 
patients in a walk to the White House 
and Capitol Building for the rights of 
their patients to receive federal 
funds in payment of chiropractic 
carethesameasthey do for medical 
and other health services. 

The petitions, collected 
throughout the country during the 
month of June, read: 

“We, the following concerned 
American cibzens, petition you, our 
President, Senators, and 
Congressmen, to support and vote 
for federal legislation that shall 
include and provide for a freedom 
of choiceof doctors and health care; 
the freedom to have full and com- 
plete chiropractic health care 
provided us in or out of hospitals, 
just as medical, surgical, and 
osteopathic care is provided in all 
programs such as national health 
and accident insurance, Medicare, 
Medicaid, and Veterans Ad- 


ministration and Civil Services. ” 

The chiropractors, together with 
some of their families and patients, 
assembled at the White House at 
noon. They wore on their backs the 
words in red, white, and blue, “Give 
the 40,000,000 chiropractic patients 
their equal rights.” On the front of 
their clothing they wore red, white, 
and blue buttons with the Liberty 
Bell in the center with the words, 
“Let Freedom Ring for Choice of 
Doctor and Health Care.” Attached 
to the button was a teabag referring 
to the Boston Tea Party of early 
American history with the attached 
words, “Taxation without 
Representation.” 

A representative group of doctors 
and laymen entered the Write House 
grounds through the East Gate and a 
certification of the names of the 
supporting patients was received for 
the President by a member of his 
Health Advisory Staff, Dr Robert 
Berenson. A cover letter stated that 
actual copies of all the names and 
addresses would be provided later if 
desired. 

After the maximum number 
allowed of 750 walked around the 
White House, they were joined by 


another 2,500 and walked down 
Pennsylvania Avenue to the Capitol 
steps and then to the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare for 
a brief ceremony Several short 
talks were made by some 
chiropractic leaders and patients to 
the thousands assembled and the 
news and TV media commending 
the 34 senators and 176 
representatives who are already 
supporting the federal legislation, 
but condemning the principle of 
outright discrimination against 
chiropractic patients 

At noon, July 4, the group 
deposited 535 envelopes in the Post 
Office of Washington, D C., each 
containing a certification of the 
copies of the petitions to their 
respective senators and 
representatives 

The organization making the 
collections and deliveries was 
MARCH, INC., a chiropractic 
patients’ organization, and its 
president, William D. Brown, Ph D., 
said the name is the abbreviation 
for “Medical Anti trust Relief for 
Chiropractic and Humanity, an 
Indispensable New Cause-for- 
action.” 

Dr. Brown explained the action: 


“There are about 20,000 practicing 
doctors of chiropractic in the United 
States with an average of ap- 
proximately 2,000 patients each, and 
even though many of these 
40,000,000 patients are presently 
covered by some form of federal 
insurance plan, some federal 
legislation still excludes 
chiropractic services which patients 
have found to be beneficial: 

“It’s rot that the chiropractor 
dues not get paid for his services 
Most of the chiropractic offices 
today are full and nearly all of the 
chiropractic colleges have waiting 
lists of students even though their 
requirements consist of six years of 
college, a minimum of two years of 
pre-chiropractic training, and four 
years of chiropractic college before 
receiving their doctorate degrees 
But these millions of patients who 
now must pay for their own services 
directly to their chiropractors now; 
insist on receiving equal federat 
reimbursement for chiropractic ; 
care when they find chiropractic 
helps their particular conditions the 
most.” 

Drs Elwart, Elwart, & Atkinson 
were in Washington to attend a four- 
day chiropractic professional 
education seminar

These amounts decrease as in- 
come rises about $1,000 changing at 
each $500 increment. 

The program is a revision of one 
approved earlier by the House 
Appropriations Committee that 
would have cost $51 million, he 
added. 

The House also adopted a 
resolution exempting dairy farms 
from PBB testing for their entire 
herds if 25 percent of their cattle are 
free of contamination. 

Under the resolution, which now 
must get Senate concurrence, farms 
where 25 percent of the cattle have 
been culled and found not to be 
above the PBB limits set by law last 
year, the rest of the head can be 
exempted with the approval of the 
Department of Agricultire. 

Under the law passed in 1977, 
cattle with more than .20 parts per 
billion of PBB in their fat are to be 
destroyed. 

The state currently is conducting 
tests to determine the impact, if any, 
of PBB on human health. The state 
also is involved in a court action 
over how to dispose of the carcasses 
of PBB-tainted animals.

With the unanimously approved 
Romulus city budget now on the books, 
U is time to comment on the improved 
political scene in the city. 

It requires no good memory tp recall 
the days of old in the city of Romulus 
when political in-fighting appeared to 
be the sole reason for the existence of 
that city’s government. 

On about any issue, the two 
diametrically opposed political fac- 
tions (there were three and four 
divergent groups at one time) could 
always find common ground to 
disagree, as long as the TV cameras 
were rolling.

initiative petition 


The system works! 

In spite of the many claims to the 
contrary, it is now more apparent than 
ever, that the Democratic system 
works. 

In this election year of 1978, several 
groups have emerged to push for 
legislation which they feel is im- 
portant to the continued development 
of our way of life. But not to be 
overlooked is the fact that most of 
those groups have been able to freely 
campaign for their goals with little or 
no opposition to the principle which 
makes it all possible. 

Initiative Petition. 

Initiative Petition is the process by 
which a Democratic society' expresses 
its desires for new legislation through 
the gathering of signatures on 
petitions seeking to have an issue 
placed on the ballot in the general 
election. 

According to law, when a specified 
percentage of the registered voters 
within an area signify by their 
signature that they are in favor of 
placing an issue on the ballot, the state 
must grant that request. 

And if this year is an example, the 
process docs work. 

Bearing in mind that any state-wide 
initiative Petition drive, if successful, 
must collect the signatures of 266,000 
registered voters, and on the average 
14-18 percent of the collected 
signatures are invalid, the actual 
number of signatures needed to insure 
that 8 question will appear on the 
general flection ballot is then closer to 
315,£>J. 

Those petitions, each containing 20 
signatures, ana stacked 50-to-the-inch, 
would make a pile 264 feet high. That 


is impressive to us at Associated. 

The dedication and stamina 
necessary to collect and file that many 
petitions, and to do so in just 90-days, 
is truly indicative of the spirit that has 
made made our country. But the spirit 
must still prevail in Michigan where 
not just one but 10 Initiative Petition 
proposals will be on the November 
ballot. 

Questions on taxes, the drinking 
age, parole reform and several others 
have qualified for voter consideration, 
but all have one thing in common. 
Usually they address issues which our 
elected officials have indicated a 
reluctance to face. 

While many are diametrically op- 
posed to the Initiative Petition 
process on the basis that elected 
representatives are entrusted with the 
responsibility for determining the 
course of public affairs, it is fortunate 
that the majority do not hold that 
view. 

We do not necessarily concede that 
the majority is always right, but they 
certainly are right often enough to be 
listened to. Anyone who would sub- 
stitute their opinion for that of the 
majority is running a distinct risk of 
being proven wrong in the long run as 
history has so often shown, and 
paradoxically, probably the poorest 
judges of the temper of the country are 
those men and women who have been 
elected to represent us. 

So when you enter the voting booth 
in November, consider for just a 
moment the effort expended to get 
each and every one of those proposals 
on the ballot. The spirit is still alive in 
Michigan 


Until recently, the problem of domestic 
violence, in particular spouse abuse, had 
long been ignored by law enforcement 
officials around the country 
There is widespread evidence that 
women tormented by violent husbands, 
and men who are victimized by overly 
aggressive wives have been forced to face 
their problems without any legal 
assistance from law enforcement officials 
or social service agencies. 

There are many reasons behind 
society’s permissive attitude toward 
spouse abuse. 

Traditional attitudes on marriage, the 
legal obligations of husbands and wives to 
each other and the fear of reprisal from a 
spouse if a complaint was filed against 
them have contributed to spouse abuse 
Because of these traditional viewpoints 
and because of the emotionalism that 
accompanies domestic violence, law 
enforcement officials have maintained an 
unspoken “hands off” attitude in in- 
terfering in such disputes. As a matter of 
practice, unless a formal complaint is filed 
little is done by law enforcement officers 
to settle domestic arguments. 

With few individuals willing to openly 
address the problem of spouse abuse by 
challenging those traditional attitudes, 
spouse abuse is a crime that has grown 
worse over the years. 

National statistics indicate more than 
three million women are beaten and 
battered by their spouses each year. Some 


experts estimate that figure to be as high 
as 10 million. While women bear the brunt 
of physical abuse in domestic violence 
cases, there are other victims. In the case 
of children, not only are some physically 
abused but many children often bear 
mental scars from living in a home where 
one or both of their parents were victims of 
spouse abuse. 

Domestic violence and the problems 
encountered by the victims of spouse 
abuse are issues which the Michigan 
Legislature is hoping to find solutions for 
during the coming months. It is likely 
those solutions will come through im- 
proved compensation for victims, through 
tougher laws expanding police authority in 
domestic disturbances and through an in- 
depth study of spouse abuse. 

Last October Michigan’s Crime Vic- 
tim’s Compensation Law went into effect 
providing victims of violent crimes with up 
to $15,000 in financial compensation to 
cover work losses and expenses that 
resulted from those crimes. 

However, that law excludes victims of 
domestic violence. 

This year the Michigan Senate approved 
legislation that would amend that law and 
provide victims of domestic violence with 
the same benefits as other crime victims. 

If signed into law this measure would be 
a major step toward recognizing domestic 
violence as a serious issue and not simply 
a “lover’s quarrel.” 


The senate is also considering five 
proposals that would give the courts and 
law enforcement agencies more authority 
in handling spouse abuse cases. Among 
those five measures is a proposal that 
would allow police to make an arrrest at 
the scene of a domestic disturbance of a 
person assaulting a spouse, former spouse 
or a person of the opposite sex. That 
arrest would be allowed without a 
warrant, a right usually permitted only 
when a crime was witnessed by the 
arresting officer 

Additionally, the Michigan Legislature 
established a Special Joint Legislative 
Committee on Domestic Violence to 
review the problems and make recom- 
mendations on how Michigan can ef- 
fectively eliminate it. That committee 
appointed a Citizens Advisory Task Force 
comprised of experts on Domestic 
Violence which will present their findings 
during a Legislative Seminar scheduled 
for June 12 in Lansing. 

There is a prevailing attitude in the 
Legislature that action must be taken to 
protect the victims of spouse abuse. 
However, the responsibility of the 
Legislature goes beyond protecting the 
victims. 

It is apparent that steps must be taken to 
identify the causes of spouse abuse and to 
provide services and programs that will 
eliminate spouse abuse and domestic 
violence completely by the end of this 
year.

Colorado Springs, Colorado. As I try to 
write this column, I’m sitting on the 
balcony of our second-story room at a 
fabulous Colorado Springs hotel; it’s 
called the Four Seasons, and I highly 
recommend it to all travelers. 

Directly ahead, past the swimming pool 
to the West, I can see a magnificent stretch 
of mountains which are known as the 
Front Range. 

That range is dominated by one 14, 110- 
foot mountain which even today on a warm 
June afternoon still has some snow lying 
unmolested at its peak 

On November 23, 1806, a young Army 
officer set out from the confluence of the 
Arkansas River and the Fountain Creek to 
conquer the challenge offered by what the 
officer named Grand Peak. 

He and three of his men marched the 25 
miles to the base of the huge mountain and 
began to climb. They didn’t make it. They 
tried a second time, and again the 
mountain defied their attempts. Nature, it 
seems, has a way of humbling man. 

Strange as it may seem, although the 
officer never reached the summit, the 
peak was ultimately named after him: his 
name was Lt. Zebulon Montgomery Pike. 

Pikes Peak (and that’s the way it’s 
spelled, no singular possessive form is 
used) is not the tallest mountain in 
Colorado’s chain of mountains. But, it is 
surely the most famous. 

This morning my wife Donna and I had 
better success than Lt. Pike. We rode up 
the peak on the Pikes Peak Cog Railway. 
It’s a 9-mile trip as the diesel-electric 
winds around the mountain stopping every 


so often to give the passengers certain 
views which they will most likely never 
again see. 

About four miles into the journey, the 
train makes a stop. As you look to the East, 
you are almost forced to draw a deep 
breath. You see another mountain range 
many, many miles away. The range is 
covered with a purple mist. As you look out 
between the ‘V’ formed by two of the 
highest peaks, you see great fields of 
amber grain as your eyes take you all the 
way to Kansas 

It was at this point in the summer of 1893 
that a young lady named Katherine Bates 
was inspired to write what has become a 
beloved song in our Nation's lexicon of 
historical music. She named the song 
‘America the Beautiful’. 

As you sit basking in the majesty of that 
scene, you can easily understand how that 
famous song was written. 

The trip continues past four huge snow- 
fed lakes lying at the bottom of a gigantic 
canyon. At about 11,500 feet, you reach the 
altitude known as timberline. Here, 
because the air is so thin, there is no more 
Aspen or Colorado Blue Spruce. 

From the timberline to the summit, the 
ground is rocky and forbidding. We see two 
Rocky Mountain longhorn sheep frolicking 
about 200 yards away. And there are 
small, perhaps the size of otters, weasel- 
like creatures indigenous to the area. 

Some butterflies are seen, as are some 
brilliant yellow flowers. And just rarely, 
you see the state flower called the 
Columbine. The late President 
Eisenhower named his presidential air- 


plane the Columbine because his wife was 
from Denver and he too was taken with the 
beauty of the flower. 

We reach the summit, and are cautioned 
not to walk too fast or in any way overexert 
ourselves. 

In about one minute w'e realize that the 
caution was not necessary. 1 take perhaps 
15 steps, and feel a dizziness (different 
than my ordinary dizziness!) and feeKI’m 
going to fall down. Indeed, the air three 
miles up is not conducive to exercise for 
the out-of-shape. 

Snow stands on the ground in some^ 
areas. Yet, you walk around in shorthand 
are not at all uncomfortable. You move a 
stone, and notice that the ground is frozen. 

It s perma frost or tundra and has been in 
the ground for eons- probably ever siSce 
the great glaciers roared through the Sfea 
to carve out the deep canyons which Trow 
overpower us with their silent, almost 
arrogant presence. 

There is dignity in the awesomeness of 
the mountains. And man must bow to that 
dignity. Man must work with, and not 
against nature. 

As you sit on the summit and let your 
legs dangle off of a shelf of rock, you have 
the time to assess honestly your meaning 
to this experience called existanpe 

And you know, as you gaze out over 100 
miles, that really, you as one person are 
not too significant to the master plan~of 
life. 

Creation, quite clearly, was andllis 
miraculous. (Next week, after I’m horrteJn 
Westland, I plan to write about anothecpf 
nature’s miracles called the South 
Cheyenne Canyon).

Conservationists 
want truck firm 
to restore creek 


The Michigan United Con- 
servation Gubs (MUCC) is calling 
on the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
to force a trucking company to 
restore part of Ecorse Creek in 
Romulus. 

The organization claims the Jones 
Transfer Co. illegally filled in some 
250 feet of the creek and diverted the 
channel without the necessary 
federal permit. The company claims 
the new and larger channel was 
necessary to hold flood waters and to 
provide more efficient use of its 
property. The creek has been 
diverted to follow the edge of the 
company’s property. 

Thomas L Washington, MUCC 
executive director said his 
organization has requested that the 
Corps “take appropriated steps to 
see that Ecorse Creek is restored to 
its priginal natural channel and 
revegetated to protect water quality 
of the creek.” 

In reaffirming its objections to the 
project, MUCC told the Corps: 
“MUCC is committed to main- 
taining as much as is left of the two 
branches of Ecorse Creek in their 
natural state for this and future 
generations. We do not believe 
projects of this type enhance that 
objective, show any respect for the 
potential value and conservation of 
this unique urban resource or are in 
any way in the public irterest.” 

/ MUCC continued: “We are not 
convinced that this project was 
necessary at all, except for the 
convenience of the applicant. We are 
not aware that the consulting 
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engineers to this project provided 
the applicant with any alternatives 
(such as retention basins) to the 
creek relocation. 

The entire project is being con- 
structed in the flood plain; the public 
trust in Ecorse Creek should not be 
sacrificied to provide flood holding 
capacity for private interests.” 

Washington noted that two years 
ago the Wayne County Drain 
Commissioner proposed enclosing 
all of Ecorse Creek in an un- 
derground concrete tube. That 
project was killed through citizen 
opposition. 

Washington said: “This project by 
Jones Transfer stems from that 
same engineering mentality that 
looks at Ecorse Oeek as a ditch 
standing in the way of progress 
rather than as an invaluable natural 
resource.” 

MUCC chided the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service for ignoring the 
project 

“We are spending millions of 
dollars in the greater Detroit area to 
improve urban fish and wildlife 
resources. We suggest that a proper 
federal emphasis is first preserving 
what we have.” 

Washington also criticized the 
Department of Natural Resources 
for what he termed “once again 
issuing state permits with no con- 
sideration of alternatives and no 
mitigation for damages Once again, 
the DNR has endorsed the ‘just a 
nibble’ philosophy in the destruction 
of our limited water resources.”

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For electronic banking 


Proposal sets up consumer safeguards 


Strong cor^umer safeguards for 
electronic banking have won final 
approval in the state Senate. 

“For almost every advantage 
consumers can gain from electronic 
banking there is a distinct disad- 
vantage. This is why the Consumers 
Council has been at the forefront of 
the electronic banking controversy 
for almost four years/’ said Linda 
Joy, executive director. '‘The 
legislation.. . reflects a sharp change 
in consumer attitude. Consumers 
are no longer indifferent to elec- 
tronic banking. They now- realize 
that-without safeguards-their 
privacy could be jeopardized as well 
as the very security of their ac- 
counts.” 

With EFTS (Electronic Funds 
Transfer Systems), financial in- 
stitutions can install electronic 
terminals off their premises--in 
locations such as shopping malls, 
public buildings, airports and other 


points of consumer convenience. 

Through use of an automatic teller 
machine (ATM) consumers can 
make deposits, withdrawals, 
transfers between checking and 
savings accounts and payments to 
other persons without ever going 
near a financial institution. 

After making a purchaseat a store 
using a point of sale terminal (POS), 
consumers present a plastic coded 
card, called a debit card, at the cash 
register. The card and bill are fed 
into a terminal and the funds in- 
stantly switch from a consumer’s 
account to a store’s account. 

One of the most important con- 
sumer protections in the bill would 
allow information about an account 
to be revealed only with the specific 
permission of the consumer, unless 
required by law or a court order 

"Another key provision,” Joy 
said, ‘‘allows consumers to reverse 
payments for purchases over $50. As 


it is now, dissatisfied consumers 
who pay by check can stop payment. 
This is important leverage for 
consumers-important leverage 
which would be lost with an elec- 
tronic banking instant payment 
system.” 

The bill says consumers cannot be 
held liable for the unauthorized use 
of a debit card unless there is 
negligence on the part of the con- 
sumer It provides guidelines for 
resolving errors, prohibits the 
mailing of unsolicited useable cards, 
and requires receipts and periodic 
statements 

To help ensure the security of any 
electronic banking system, the bill 
requires that consumers be able to 
limit the total amount of cash which 
can be withdrawn from their ac- 
counts at an EFT terminal and that 
they be able to limit access to one or 
more specified accounts. 

Joy said: "These protections, 
along with the existing authority of 


the Financial Institutions Bureau to 
mediate consumers’ complaints, 
will provide a firm regulatory' 


framework for the developmental 
stages of the new technology.” 
The bill sponsored by Rep 


William Keith (D-Garden City), will 
be sent to the governor for his 
signature

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Citizen pane! presses for county tax renewal 


An unusual coalition of top 
community leaders from both the 
central city and suburbs have joined 
in launching a drive for voter ap- 
proval of Wayne County Proposition 
A-the one-mill renewal on the Aug. 8 
primary election ballot. 

The group, with Chief Judge 
Richard D Dunn of Wayne County 
Circuit Court, heading its executive 
committee, are "Citizens For 
County Proposition A." 

Mayors Coleman A. Young of 
Detroit and John B. O’Reilly of 
Dearborn, were among the 
Proposition A supporters. 

Proposition A proposes to continue 
for five more years an expiring one- 
mill property levy ($1 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation) which has been 
renewed twice by the voters since its 
original approval in 1964 

Dwight Havens, who retired this 
month after 18 years as president of 
the Greater Detroit Chamber of 
Commerce, wrote the first check 
after Dunn announced that 
donations would be sdught to un- 
derwrite a “modest” information 
campaign 

“The caliber of the people who 
already have joined ‘Citizens for 
County Proposition A speaks 
eloquently to the importance of this 


millage renewal,” Dunn com- 
mented. "We want to emphasize this 
is only a renewal -not an increase- 
and it’s getting results “ 

“Better than half (53.5 percent) of 
this millage goes to fund the law 
enforcement and justice system- 
and we believe that was a factor in 
last year’s 17 percent drop in the 
crime rate in Wayne County-the 
first decrease in 10 years,” Dunn 
added “The crime rate still is 
dropping-and we want to keep it 
that way.” 

“Most of the remainder (23.3 
percent) goes toward basic public 
health, hospital and mental health 
services, with the rest ( 23.2 percent) 
helping to fund general government 
functions, social services, public 
works and the 4,000-acre county 
park system.

Proctor warned of “devastating 
cuts if the one-mill is not continued 
He pointed out that the county faces 
a projected budget deficit of up to 
$12 million even with the one-mill, 
“due primarily to legally mandated 
program expansions in the criminal 
justice system.” 

The county’s law enforcement 
costs have increased 81 percent and 
court-related costs 58 percent in the 
last five years, while the cost-of- 
living index (a measure also of the 
cost of doing business), has in- 
creased 42 percent during the 
period 


Reuther facility 
to remain open 
through Aug. 28 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has approved the 
continued operation of the Walter 
P Reuther Long-Term Care 
Facility in Westland through 
Aug. 28, while negotiations 
concerning the facility’s future 
continue at the state level. 

The board acted at a July 6 
meeting after being informed by 
Board Chairman Jarrette 
Simmons (D-Detroit) that the 
county has been promised full 
state reimbursement of costs at 
least until that date. 

The legislature’s Joint Com- 
mittee on Capital Outlay is ex- 
pected to recommend a course of 
action regarding the facility’s 
future by September. 


Faced with ,$12 million budget 
deficit, the ’ Board of Com- 
missioners adopted a recom- 
mendation by the County 
Auditors that the county cease to 
underwrite the Reuther 
Facility’s $3.5 million annual 
operating deficit and ask the 
state to increase its reim- 
bursements for patient care to 
keep the facility open. 

The legislatire provided a one- 
time-only grant of $1.7 million to 
keep the facility operating for six 
months while its future was 
under study. There has been a 
series of smaller additional 
outlays to continue its operation 
since.

However, Wayne County’s 
property tax revenues have in- 
creased only 15 percent during that 
time because property valuations 
have not kept pace county-wide. 

Cahalan pointed out that his office 
felt the impact of the County budget 
crisis this year when, following 
expiration of a federal grant, his 
Repeat Offender’s Bureau was 
reduced by half despite its 90 per- 
cent success rate for convicting 
violent career criminals. 

“Any further cuts and we’U be 
back to the bad old days’ when we 
were losing major criminal cases 
because we had too few assistant 
prosecutors to allow time for 
adequate trial preparation,” he 
commented 

Lucas said: “This millage is 
clearly vital to law enforcement in 
Wayne County Any inadequacies 
that now exist will only be com- 
pounded if we lose it.” 

“Citizens For County Proposition 
A” will attempt to raise about 
$20,000 to cover the cost of printed 
materials and paid advertising. 

“We want this to be a real grass 


roots effort,” Dunn stated. “We 
especially invite those who have 
received services from the county or 
county-assisted agencies to con- 
tribute. 

“We suggest $l-the amount the 
one-mill represents in the average 
monthly house payment-for those

With interest rates for home 
mortgages steadily rising, it is 
worth your while to check around 
and find the payment plan that saves 
youthemost money. Several options 
may be available to you. 

The most common method of 
financing a home is through a 
mortgage. In this case, a lending 
institution agrees to loan you the 
money to buy your home. In return, 
you pledge to repay the lender the 
cost of your home plus interest, 
within a designated period of time. 
You hold the title to the property 
even while you still are paying for it. 

To get a mortgage, begin by 
checking various sources including 
banks, savings and loan 
associations, mortgage companies 
and credit unions. 


When you contact these lenders, 
find out what rate of interest they 
charge, how much of a down 
payment they require and what the 
closing costs will be. 

Interest rates vary between 
lenders. Take the time to compare 
rates, for the difference of as little as 
one-fourth of one percent can save 
thousands of dollars over the life of a 
30-year mortgage. Ask if the lender 
will lower the interest rate if you 
increase the size of the down 
payment. 

Closing costs refer to expenses 
incurred to complete the sale. These 
include recording deeds and legal 
documents, appraising the property, 
securing title insurance and or- 
dering credit reports. Borrowers 
must be provided with a detailed list 
itemizing the closing costs, as well 
as the interest being charged 

Lower- and middle-income 
families often qualify for Michigan 
Housing Authority loans. Interest 
rates on these loans usually are 
several percentage points less than 
other loans. 

Another possibility is to purchase 
the property on a land contract. 
Down payments often a re lower.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION 3 OF THE POLICE AUXILIARY 
ORDINANCE. 

The Citv of Romulus Ordains: 

SECTION 1. Short Title: Amended Police Auxiliary Ordinance 
SECTION 2. Section 3 of Chapter II, Article 11 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

SECTION 3. AUTHORITY 

11.03 The police Auxiliary Unit shall have full police powers while under the 
control and direction and in the presence of the Sheriff or his deputies. 
Members shall not carry firearms except when directed to do so by the 
Sheriff and then only under the following condition; 

1. That each member of the Police Auxiliary Unit be restricted to the 
carrying of firearms when in uniform, or active duty and-or while on the 
most direct route between his home and duty station. 

At the discretion of the Sheriff, auxiliary police members may be 
regularly armed with any other type weapon Members shall perform only 
such duties as may be assigned by the Sheriff or his designated deputies and 
then only when dressed in the official uniform of the auxiliary unit. Members 
shall be available for any departmental emergencies as the Sheriff may 
determine. Such duties shall be performed within the corporate limits of the 
City of Romulus or on property outside the city limits owned by the City of 
Romulus 

SECTION 4. This amendment shall take effect immediately upon 
publication in a newspaper of general circulation. 

SECTION 5. SEVERABILITY. Should any section clause or provision of this 
ordinance he declared by the court to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of this ordinance as a whole or any part thereof other than the part 
so declared to be invalid.

— start saving recipes

Folger's silver coffee collection 

"stars' at Historical Museum 


The Folger’s Coffee Silver 
Collection — one of the most 
significant private collections of 
antique English silver coffee pots in 
the world— is on exhibit for the first 


time in Detroit through July 30 at the 
Detroit Historical Museum. 

The scope and quality of the 
Folger’s collection combine to make 
it the most complete and out- 



standing collection of its kind in the 
world. Spanning a reign of four 
English monarchs, the coffee pots 
and related accessories from the 
18th and early 19th centuries 
represent a progression of styles 
from basic simplicity through 
rococo ornateness and finally to the 
stark, classically-inspired forms of 
the end of the period 

Chosen by the Folger’s Coffee 
Company, under the careful 
guidance of leading museum of- 
ficials and silver experts, each of the 


81 pieces to be shown is a superb 
example of English silversmithing. 
Among the rare and sometimes 
eccentric pieces are a George IV 
Sheffield Plate Coffeemaker in the 
shapeofa train engine and a George 
III Epergneby Thomas Pitts, dating 
from 1791. Unique to the Folger’s 
Collection is an eight-sided Queen 
Anne pot created by Thomas 
Folkingham featuring an unusual 
hinged cover and spout. Also, a 
square pot made by George Wickes 
dated 1745 is said to be the only one 
known to exist today. 


year. A merchant donated several 
Japanese paper Fish and they’ve 
been floating over the fair ever 
since. 

An Art Fair Acceptance Com- 
mittee, made up of artists who judge 
only their field of expertise, select 
the “cream of the crop” for the fair. 
The artists are not only judged prior 
to coming to the fair, but a second 
evaluation of those chosen occurs on 
the street during the fair. This helps 
determine the artists who will be 
invited to return, as well as create 
openings for new applicants. 


The llth annual State Street Area 
Art Fair, located on East Liberty, 
Maynard and North University 
streets, attracts more than 150 
Michigan and out of state artists to 
its streets and striped tent. 
Originally, the fair was not juried, 
however, now, participants are 
selected by an Art Fair Committee 


The third is the University Artists 
and Craftsmen Guild’s fair. Their 
Summer Arts Festival is located in 
two separate locations — on Main 
Street in downtown Ann Arbor and 


on East University Street. This 
festival began in 1971 with a group of 
U of M students as an outlet for 
themselves and other artists. They 
joined with the University Activities 
Center and formed the Artists and 
Craftsmen Guild The Guild’s 
guidelines for exhibiting in the fair 
require “handcrafted, original 
design and work of the exhibiting 
artists from beginning to end ” 

Information booths will be located 
throughout the three fairs. Hours of 
the fair are from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
Wednesday through Friday, and 10 

a m. to 6 p.m. on Saturday. Shuttle 
bus service connecting the three 
fairs and running from outlying 

areas into central Ann Arbor will be 
provided by the Ann Arbor Transit 
Authority. Complete schedules and 

information will be available at the 
information booths. 


In addition to the groups men- 
tioned above, co-sponsors of the 
summer events include the 

University of Michigan, the City of 
Ann Arbor and the Greater Ann 
Arbor Chamber of Commerce.

Art foundation seeks

Think small 

. . . When planting fruit trees 


If you're thinking of planting fruit 
trees in your backyard, think small 
— buy dwarfs. They’re early 
bearing, easy to prune, spray and 
pick, and they require less space to 
grow than ordinary fruit trees. 

Dwarf fruit trees are vegetatively 
propagated from rootstocks rather 
than seeds. Rooted cutting are 
budded with the desired apple or 
other fruit variety to produce a 
dwarf tree in about 2'^ years. This 
special process produces a much 
smaller treethat bears normal -si zed 
fruit. 

Dwarfs need the same sort of care 


that full-sized trees need — water, 
fertilizer, and disease and insect 
control programs — but their small 
size makes these chcres somewhat 
easier. Spraying and harvesting can 
be done without ladders. 

When buying dwarf apple trees, 
backyard fruit growers should look 
for two or three varieties. The ideal 
one, M.9, is attractive for its height 
and bears fruit the first or second 
year after planting. It may be in 
short supply, however. Other ac- 
ceptable varieties are M. 26 and M. 
7. They grow a few feet taller than 
M 9 and bear later. 

If you prefer pears to apples. ask 


your nursery operator for a dwarf 
pear that is grown on Quince-A 
rootstock. Peaches and plums 
usually are grown on sand cherry, 
Nankin cherry or St. Juiien-A 
rootstocks. 

Check for the rootstock on the tag 
on any tree you buy. Then you will 
know you’re getting a genuine 
dwarf. 

For further information on dwarf 
fruit trees and rootstocks, consult 
your county Cooperative Extension 
Service agent, or ask for the bulletin 
"Developing Dwarf Apple Trees," 
SIA 17. 


Hydroculture: 
Grow plants 

. i 

without dirt

The pursuit of the perfect plan of 
plant-growing often ends up in a 
heap of brown leaves and limp stems 
for unlucky indoor horticulturalists. 

They chide themselves for not 
talking to their plants, for over- 
watering or underwatering, fer- 
tilizing or not fertilizing and in 
general lacking the coveted "green 
thumb." 

If you’ve given up on plant- 
growing, though, you may just want 
to give yourself one more chance 
with a new soilfree "hyd*oculture 
system" of growing indoor plants. 

The system is promoted by Deco 
Plants Company, a division of 
Ralston Purina Co. Local center 
managers are Linda and Bill Colvin, 
who began their business last 
November. The plants are sold and 
the system explained by "con- 
sultants" at home plant parties. 

The Garden City central offices 
serve the entire Western Wayne 
County area and even further, with 
the business expanding as new 
consultants are hired. The 
demonstrators, usually women, 
often take the job for a part-time 
income, since they work as in- 
dependent business persons and set 
their own hours. Others can book 
more parties to earn more money, or 
eventually work their way up to be a 
center manager in the company. 

They will explain to you and your 
friends, in your own home, how the 
hydroculture system makes it easy 
for you to provide exactly the right 
amount of water and nutrients to 
grow luscious plants without soil. 
And without accompanying dust, 
bugs and bother of dirt-bound 
foilage 

What you’re doing with this 
system actually is growing your 
plants in water, Mrs Colvin said. 


TTie stones hold the roots in place 
and also act like sponges to draw the 
water from the bottom so that the 
entire root will be fed. Guages at the 
bottom of each pot show you 
precisely when the plant is out of 
water and needs a refill, avoiding 
overwatering. And the nutrients 
usually gotten from soil are 
provided through a bottled solution, 
mixed with the water you use to feed 
the plant. 

If roots get unruly, you simply lift 
the interior pot that has a slatted 
bottom out of the exterior pot, and 
snip them off, gradually, so the plant 
won’t miss them. You virtually 
eliminate the need to continually re- 
pot, Mrs. Colvin said. 

At the home parties, the 
demonstrators tell you how to care 
for each variety of plant, how much 
sun they need and so on. Price of 
plants can range from $7 to $30. with 
more than 150 varieties, she said. 

She stores the plants in her 
Garden City warehouse located in 
the industrial park near Ford and 
Venoy roads, demonstrator takes a 
carload with her to sell right at the 
home parties 

The "living stones" used in the 
system are not the everyday variety 
you can pick off the street. They are 
synthetically produced from a clay 
base, Mrs. Colvin said. 

Linda and Bill Colvin are 
originally from Louisiana and 
moved to Garden City to become 
Deco center managers last 
November. TTiey’re still expanding 
their base, and are constantly on the 
look out for new "consultants" or 
demonstrators to sel the plants at 
parties. 

Mrs. Cblvin said there are five 
centers such as theirs in Michigan. 
The Houston-based company is only 
three years old, and since the 
beginning has flourished

Offbeat Michigan 

State's religious heritage 
dates back to 1st settlers 


Note- Religious Attractions” is the seventh in a series of 15 weekly articles on 
“Offbeat Michigan”. These features are designed to encourage Michigan 
tourism on near-home travel. 

Michigan's religious heritage dates from early missionaries and extends 
through generations of settlers who built places of worship while establishing 
the state’s commerce and industry, according to Automobile Club of Michigan. 

That heritage is evidenced in some truly unique tourist attractions. Some are 
places of regularly scheduled worship, others are memorial shrines. 

’ St. Anne’s Church in Detroit is renowned for its religious relics as 
well as its beauty and place in the city’s history. St. Anne’s, oldest' parish in 
Michigan and second oldest in the United States, containes the tomb of 
missionary priest Gabriel Richard. 


An unusual floating religious 
attraction is the Vesser Cruise Ship... 


Twin-spired St. Mark’s Episcopal Church in Grand Rapids was the cathedral 
church of the Episcopal Diocese of Western Michigan until the diocesan center 
was moved to Kalamazoo in 1968. St. Mark’s was built in 1841 from stone taken 
from the bed of the Grand River. The church’s stone structure was 
rediscovered recently when a stucco overlay deteriorated and was removed. 

Visitors to Frankenmuth can visit St. Lorenz Lutheran Church, whose 
original log structure, built in 1845, was the first building there. The city grew 
around the church. The present structure, built in 1880, is noted for its old-world 
architecture and stained glass windows. 

Midland, often called “the city of churches,’’ offers tours of several of its 52 
churches, many of which were designed by noted architect Alden Dow. They 
range in architectural style from Gothic to modern and include Protestant, 
Catholic, Jewish and non-denominational houses of worship. 

St. Gregory’s Abbey at Three Rivers is a community of priests and laymen of 
the Anglican Communion living under the Benedictine Rule. The abbey 
operates a large farm and has limited accommodations for guests. Services at 
the abbey are open to visitors. 


At nearby Benton Harbor is the House of David, established in 1903 as the 
home of a sect claiming descent from the 12 lost tribes of Israel. It is supported 
largely by the farms and industries it operates in the area. 

Thousands of visitors each year are drawn to Michigan’s shrines in cities, 
along highways, on ski slopes and even under water. 

St. Joseph’s Shrine, on US-12 near Onsted in the Irish Hills, is an enlargement 
of an original stone chapel built by Irish Catholic settlers in 1854. It is noted for 
its outdoor stations of the cross and life-size crucifixion tableau. 

The Pere Marquette Shrine, dedicated to the state's best-known missionary, 
is located just south of Ludington on Lake Shore Drive overlooking Pere 
Marquette Lake. The shrine marks the place where Pere Marquette died in 
1675. 

The Chapel in the Pines, at Hartwick Pines State Park near Grayling, is a 
serene and impressive spot in the midst of one of Michigan’s last stands of 
virgin white pine. The chapel, reached by a short walk, is open for meditation 
amidst natural surroundings, far from the pressures of everyday living, but no 
worship services are held there. 

Graham Chapel and nearby Our Lady of the Snows Shrine offer tranquil spots 
where skiers may rest or offer a prayer for safety on the slopes. The chapel is 
accessible by chair lift from Boyne Highlands near Harbor Springs during the 
winter and by private road or hiking path the rest of the year. 

The world’s largest crucifix holds a massive bronze figure of Christ nailed to 
a 72-foot-tall redwood cross atop a hill at Indian River. This Catholic shrine 
dominates the landscape on M-68 just east of 1-75. 

Perhaps the most unusual of Michigan’s shrines in the Scuba Divers’ Shrine, 
under 60 feet of water at the bottom of Little Traverse Bay near Petoskey. The 
life-size figure of Christ on the cross is nearly a ton of white Italian marble and 
black walnut. 

Our Lady of the Woods Shrine in downtown Mio is an open-air memorial. This 
Catholic shrine is a composite of the major Marian shrines of the world. Sunday 
mass is offered there during the summer. 

An unusual floating religious attraction is the Vesper Cruise Ship at 
Mackinaw City. The vessel sails out into the Straits of Mackinac at 8 p.m. every 
Sunday during July and August with several hundred worshippers of all faiths 
aboard 

Visitors can park their cars at the Tower Shrine of the Missionaries at Sault 
Ste. Marie and travel by elevator to the top of the 210-foot-tall memorial to 
Michigan’s early missionary explorers. Historical displays and exhibits tell of 
the work of those pioneers and the development of the area. The shrine is open 
May through October.

Schwartz named Wayne cage coach

If Steve Schwartz solves cage 
problems the way he does 
mathematics, Wayne Memorial 
won’t have to worry about its

Schwartz this week was named as 
Wayne High's head basketball 
coach, replacing Chuck Herry who 
resigned recently to accept a 
similiar position at Dearborn Divine 
Child.

Wake of 
Proposition 13

The holidays are over and back to work: 

The passage of Proposition 13 may have sounded the knell on high 
school and junior high school sports in the beautiful state of 
California and the repercussions could be felt here. 

If the state can’t raise money to do the things a state was created 
to do, then who is going to give second thoughts about prep sports? 

The lamentable situation of “no money, no services,” inevitably 
will filter into the high schools and junior highs whose very 
existence depends upon taxes. 

And one can only speculate what will happen here in Michigan if 
the Tisch Amendment gets on the ballot and passes in Michigan. 
It’s an already accepted policy that when a school district is 
financially hurting the basics stay and the “auxilliary” programs, 
such as sports, go first. 

It is obivous that high school sports, as the Over 35 generation has 
known it, will go through some drastic changes during this tran- 
sition - and I doubt it will be for the better. 

Meanwhile, Romulus appears to have solved some of its 
problems in the area of varsity athletics. When Bill Hardy, the 
newly-selected athletic director, took over he vowed that he wanted 
a ‘complete and total athletic program for not only the boys but the 
girls.’ 

And apparently Hardy, a. former college and high school football 
coach, has convinced the board of education that that is the only 
way to go. 

“Last year we didn’t have girls’ programs in basketball, 
volleyball, track and field or softball,” said Hardy, “but I am very 
happy to announce that the board has agreed to support these 
programs for the coming school year.” 

Hardy went on to say, “that one of the conditions that I had 
agreed to when I accepted this job was that we were going to build a 
total program, get a wider base of our people involved and this is 
one step in that direction.” 

Hardy also said that he is on the verge of recommending one of 
the four candidates for the varsity football coaching job to the 
board. 

The board met Tuesday night and reportedly one of the item9 on 
the agenda was to approve the hiring of a grid coach. 


The area may have another pro football player this coming 
season if everything works out for Jimmy Hall, the former 
Robichaud star who set several records as a defensive halfback for 
Coach Bob Yauck. 

Hall, who played for Eastern Michigan University last season 
and was moved to an end position, is invading the Minnesota 
Vikings’ camp as a free agent. 

According to the Huron coaching staff, the Vikings are very 
much interested in the 5-9, 165-pound Hall “who would be used on 
the specialty units, punt return and kickoff return squads.”

The kids on the team “needed a new pair of shoes” and instead of 
heading for Las Vegas or New Jersey, Schwartz and the Zebras 
asked fans to get their cars washed.

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Vacation packing: 


Practical 'filling' for you RV, camper

Your two-week summer vacation is* fast 
approaching. You’ve picked the spot 
where you and your family will spend the 
weeks you’ve been looking forward to all 
year.

cycles with hugely-inflated tires, but the 
only kind of RV truly designed for this 
rugged brand of driving is the good old 
four-wheel drive, now often abbreviated as 
a “4X4”. 

The one with the longest lineage, which 
usually comes to mind first, is the 
venerable Jeep. Jeeps saw service in the 
Army and overseas long before they 
graduated to the general public. Now- their 
popularity has increased tremendously, 
simply as a fun thing to own and drive. 

Jeeps come in models for all occassions. 
the CJ line is fashioned after the regular 
Army Jeeps, but is available in both hard 
and soft tops; while the Waggoneer 
provides enough room for a family and 
chattels, and the Cherokee line adds all 
manner of luxury options. 

International , Scout is another brand 
which has built itself a solid reputation for 
dependable performance. Scouts can fit 
into tighter places, and through smaller 
passages, than most 4X4’s. They also 
come in several models. 

TTie Scout II is essentially a two-seater 
and used for on and off-road pleasure, 
while the Scout Traveler is the family 
wagon version of that. With the Scout 
Terra, we get into another style of vehicle, 
the four-wheel drive pickup. 

Most major car companies now offer 
their own version of the four-wheel RV: 
There are the Chevrolet Blazer and the 
Ford Bronco for example. 

Pickup trucks have long standing in this 


Field. They often offer extra room in the 
back seat now, thanks to an added rear 
cab. 

Even farther away from the typical 
high-profile of the RVs are the new 
Subarus now in dealers’ salesrooms. The 
Subaru Brat looks like a sleek automobile; 
and has its station wagon counterpart. 

Another vehicle which most people 
associate with off-the-road activity is the 
dune buggy— but appearances can be 
deceiving. Dune buggies actually are two- 
wheel drive vehicles, very lightweight, 
with the engine in the rear to give them 
traction. Many run on Volkswagen engines 
and are stripped-down versions of the 
familiar VWs. 

There are some other things to keep in 
mind while shopping around for a four- 
wheel drive vehicle. 

Dealers say that if you buy one with a 
stick shift, you will be able to switch from 
two-wheel to four-wheel drive. But with an 
automatic shift, you’ll have to stay in four- 
wheel drive all the time, which can be a 
little inconvenient on the flat surface of a 
highway. (Although, chuckholes being 
what they are, this too may not always be 
the case! ) 

Then, before you launch yourself into the 
wild North Woods, you’ll need to buy an 
RV sticker from the nearest Secretary of 
State’s office. This costs just a few dollars. 

After that, the land is yours— at least, 
where it isn’t posted!

serve as a place to store tootnorush and 
paste, soap dishes and such. 

One camper cautioned that many times 
the vehicle’s refrigerator will malfunction 
if it is not level. So take a level and ap- 
propriate jacks to keep your trailer even. 

If you’re driving a recreational vehicle, 
which is a car and trailer in one, it is a 
very good idea to strap a bicycle or two to 
the back of the bus. Once you’re “camped 
in.” you may w r ant to ride into town, and 
the bike will get you there easier than 
driving the bus. 

Naturally, you’ll want to give your 
vehicle a complete “check-up' for oil, 
water, air, and so on before you ever leave 
your driveway. Have the tires checked, 
make sure the lugs are tightened down, the 
spare tire in good order and your jack in 
the trunk 

You’ll be far ahead, too, if you not only 
pack all the maps you’ll need, but plot your 
course, and the length of each day’s trip 
ahead of time Campgrounds can be full at 
all times of the summer months, so ad- 


vance reservations are an extra 
safeguard. 

Some campers choose to travel with 
friends, many times in a highway caravan. 
If this is your style, make sure everyone 
knows the day’s destination, in case one 
gets lost along the way. Of course, com- 
munication can be increased, and 
emergency help secured quickly, if your 
vehicle is equipped with a CB radio. 

If your family has a pet, think ahead 
about how the animal will withstand the 
trip before automatically assuming he’ll 
go with you Animals can get car sick, 
overheated and miserable on trips, and 
might be better off staying home. 

You can’t expect every home luxury 
when you head off for your camping 
vacation, whether you go in tents, camper, 
trailer or bus. But it can be easier if you’ve 
packed right There are even books 
available to give you tips. 

So start making your list now\ And if you 
end up to be the camper who has 
everything, don’t be surprised to find 
fellow travelers at your door asking to 
borrow' a can opener.

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Pool upkeep is 
regular chore

Ah, those sunny summer days spent 
lounging by the pool! Ah, those luxurious 
visions of poolside living! 

Anyone with visions of the family sun- 
deck and swimming pool dancing in his 
head should balance them with a few of 
the realities about the care and keeping of 
the family swimming pool. 

Both sorts, above ground and in-ground, 
require careful maintenance, regular 
inspection and seasonal care. 

Fortunately, most pool sales outlets will 
give free advice on how to keep your 
family afloat during the summer, as well 
as sell you the equipment and supplies. A 
& B Pools on Ford road in Westland kindly 
supplied us with a one-page typed in- 
formation sheet which they also give to 
their customers. 

The first thing to do, as soon as the last 
frost melts, is make a careful inspection of 
your pool and all its equipment. 

Experts advise cleaning all debris from 
the decks, walls and floor, inspecting all 
the painted surfaces, and then looking into 
the filter and its operation. 

The filter must be cleaned regularly, by 
backwashing once a week, or when the 


differential between the influent and the 
effluent gauges reaches six pounds. 

It will be necessary to prime the pump 
manually at the start of the season, or 
every time the pump has been drained of 
water, even if it is self-priming. 

Once the pump is primed and in 
operation, the filter should be run con- 
tinuously 24 hours a day since constant 
stopping and starting could produce ex- 
cessive wear on moving parts. 

All other equipment, such as the pool 
floor and diving board, should be cleaned 
also. A pool vacuum comes in handy here. 

The diving board gets its “bounce” from 
a rubber-covered fulcrum— which, if it or 
the anchor bolts show wear, should be 
immediately replaced— otherwise a 
serious accident may result. 

Once the equipment is in trim and 
humming smoothly along, you, the owner, 
may feel relieved, but now is no time to 
relax. 

Instead, now is the time for the proud 
pool owner to review his school chemistry 
courses, and delve into that other area of 
mystique — chemical maintenance. 

For this, you will need to be armed with 
a water test kit, an algaecide, chlorine and 
alum.

When our news editor tagged me for the “golf apparel” 
bit for this recreation tab, I felt she’d been picking my 
thoughts up on some kind of secret radar. Being real golf 
“nuts”, my husband and I manage to hit the larger pro 
shops in the area each year before we head south for a 
golf package vacation in the spring. Last March we 
checked out one near Pontiac, another in Livonia and a 
third in Southfield to see what was being toted as the 
“latest” in golf toggery. 

When people first take up the challenge of golf, they are 
so engrossed in the proper grip, stiff left arm, follow- 
through, etc., that they’re really not aware of such a thing 
as golf fashions. 

Getting under the ball, correcting a hook, keeping the 
head down, hitting out of the sand and putting well are all 
much more important than what comprises a golf war- 
drobe. 

BUT — once a guy or gal has taken the rough edges off 
that swing, stance or slice and moves from the par-3 
courses to the regulation fairways, they are suddenly 
aware that cut-offs, sneakers, halters and muscle shirts 
are NOT proper at the golf or country club. • 

Novices will suddenly note the well-turned out couple 
approaching the first tee in smartly coordinated slacks 
and shirt, skirt and top. They’ll spot, too, the perky hat or 
cap each has chosen to mark his-her individuality as well 
as the matching or contrasting shoes and gloves. And 
they’ll pay attention to the headcovers which cloak the 1, 
3, 4 and often 5-woods which harmonize with the colors in 
the golfer’s bag 

Women will notice the unusual in footlets which now 
feature ball fringe, tiny bow, miniature flower, em- 
broidery or double cuff accents. They’ll zero in, too, on 
anything novel in the way of m’lady’s little golf tote which 
bears the minor essentials like band-aids, aspirin, emery 
boards, tissue, gum, glasses, money, etc. It’s always fun 
to be “first” with a new golf look. 

At the largest of the pro shops last spring the his ‘n hers 
outfits were being featured with identical fabric for his 
slacks and her skirts and, of course, matching shirts. 
Since the fella who created a monster when he bought that 
starter set of clubs for me didn’t “buy” the Bobsey twin 
effect, we’ve never wowed ’em as look-alikes. 

But, like its feathered or furred counterparts in the 
zoology world, the male animal likes to be the more 
colorful on the links. The bolder, the better, they claim. 
We gals call it “loud”. Plaids, checks, strips, paisleys, 
prints are turning up at Lemontree and other golf clubs in 
screaming hot pinks, fuchsias and purples, garish 


oranges, yellow and greens and the WILDEST prints this 
side of Salvador Dali. Color is IN! 

Once the basics have been selected the well-dressed guy 
or gal continues in the quest for a coordinated outfit — 
“coordination” being another key word in today's golf 
game. 

The conventional golf hat, which should pick up one of 
the main colors in the slacks or skirt, can be anything 
from straw to silk to canvas today. The more seasoned 
male, duffer is often seen Sam Snead or Chi Chi 
Rodriquez-style wearing a standard men’s hat in straw or 
nylon.

Young American Showcase Inc owns 
and operates the “Santa Maria." The St. 
Petersburg, Fla., - based organization has 
for the past 10 years been involved in 
cultural enrichment programs for 
students. In addition to its floating 
museum project, the company also is a 
musical entertairment enteiprise which 
produces secondary school assembly 
programs to tour throughout the United 
States and Canada

Recreation with a 'point' to it

People who love the outdoors and are looking for 
something new in the way of recreation may want to join 
the ever increasing numbers taking up archery. 

The bow and arrow sport, like so many other 
recreational activities, has boomed in the last few years. 
And it promises to continue to grow rapidly in popularity 
as new followers try the age-old activity. 

“I think archery is really starting to come into its own 
now, with quite a few high schools and colleges teaching 
it,” said professional archer Bob Thorne, manager of 
Springer Archery Supply, 12731 Huron River Dr., in 
Romulus. 

Thome, 33, is a 10-year veteran of the sport who got 
acquainted with a bow and arrow when his friend’s dad 
took him out. He liked it so much, he not only stayed with 
it but is now teaching others the fun and fulfillment a 
trained archer can experience. 

Thome was asked how a beginner would go about 
getting started. 

He said the person would have to determine whether he 
or she wanted a hunting or target bow. Taking the 
hypothetical case of a 6-foot, 200 pound man and a 5-foot-5, 
130 pound woman, Thome explained what they would 
probably handle. 

In hunting, the man would use approximately a 30-31- 
inch draw length (distance string is pulled back) with 50- 
70 pounds tension, depending upon his strength. The 
woman would have about a 26-inch draw length and 
between 30-35 pounds. 

For target shooting, the man would shoot anywhere 
from 40-50 pounds and the woman would handle ap- 
proximately 28-32 pounds. 

“Tournament archery is a lot different than planking in 
your backyard,” Thome pointed out. ‘Tournament ar- 
chery is the much more sophisticated end of it” 


The finest aluminum arrow money can buy is the X-7 by 
Easton, according to Thome. Among the finest bows are 
the Jennings Arrow Star, Bear Company Tamerlane, 
TSE, Citation and Astro Regency.

Thome said there are two major brands of target matts 
on the market. The best, he says, is made by Saunders 
Archery and the second best by Excelsior. Both have bale 
thickness of from 12 to 48 inches for stopping arrows shot 
by the new, more sophisticated compound bows. 

The compound bows are constructed with pulleys, 
cables and eccentrics. Price for a hunting or target bow 
for a beginner ranges from $45 to $275, Thome said. 

We asked him how much it would cost for a beginner to 
be completely outfitted to try the sport. 

In addition to the $45 bow, he said the average person 
buys 12 arrows at a cost of $27. A quiver to carry the 
arrows would run about $13, a glove costs $3 and an 
average target is priced at about $25. 

For hunting, you’d need special hunting tips for your 
arrows which screw into the end of the arrow and cost $1. 
Then, for those who want them, there are target sights 
that fit right on the bow and cost anywhere from $6 to $50. 

The biggest danger in handling bows, according to 
Thome, is to have a “dry fire”, that is, to pull the string 
back and shoot it with no arrow in it. That runs the risk of 
snapping a limb, breaking a cable or breaking an ec- 
centric wheel. 

A danger to kids is that they may put their fingers in the 
cable of the bow when it is shot. This would be like a child 
sticking his finger in a bike chain and pulling it around 
onto the sprocket. 

Thome says archery is for all ages and children begin 
as early as five years old to play “Robin Hood”. And he 
recommends parents starting their children as young as 
possible after they reach that age. 

There are four archery clubs in the area where the sport 
is taught: Lincoln Bowmen, Romulus; Ford Archers, 
Woodhaven; Washtenaw Sportsmen’s Club, Ann Arbor 
and Belleville Archery, Belleville. 

These four clubs work together under the title of 
Metropolitan Archers Association of which Thorne is 
president.

formation may be usefull. 

The first consideration following that 
fatefull decision to buy a boat is the most 
basic How will you pay for it? 

Of course, if you are one of those for- 
tunate enough to have stashed away a nest 
egg for the purpose, financing of your new 
investment will be no problem, but for the 
rest of us, payments will be necessary. 

Because the cost of boats, like 
everything else, has risen dramaticaly in 
the past few years, your decision on how to 
finance your new purchase could save you 
thousands over the life of the loan. So shop 
around. Check out the current interest 
rates available from several sources — 
banks, credit unions, savings and loans, 
etc. But don’t overlook the showroom’s as 
a possible source of a good deal on the 
loan. 

Now that you have a commitment for the 
loan, start your shopping. 

How will you use the boat? Will you be 
wanting to cruise the Great Lakes or 
simply the state’s many fine inland lakes? 
Will fishing be the primary purpose for the 
boat or will you want to pull 10 water 
skiers? Do you want power or will you rely 
on Mother Nature? All of these con- 
siderations will affect the decision on the 
type of water craft that will best for you. 

Boating on the Great Lakes will require 
a larger freeboard than boating on the 
inland lakes, and the choice of the power 
source for the craft will be dependent on 
the power and-or speed that you feel you 
will need. But with all of those decisions 
now behind you, you pull the brand new 


sparkling beauty into the driveway. 

Following the oohs and ahs from the 
neighbors you start packing the trunk of 
the car for the first outing, but you had 
better wait again. 

Have you read the manual that comes 
with the boat? Boating, unlike driving a 
car, provides the excellent opportunity for 
the inexperienced hand to get into trouble. 
And in the middle of a lake, help is a bit 
more difficult to come by. 

So the first thing you must do after 
getting the new boat home is to thoroughly 
read the manual and familarize yourself 
with the safe opration of the boat. 

One of the first things that will impress 
you is the concern which manufacturers 
feel for the safe handling and storage of 
the fuel for the craft. You will notice that 
special venting devices and blowers are 
provided to expell any possible buildup of 
potentially dangerous gasoline fumes. 
Fire on land is bad, but if you have a fire or 
explosion on your boat, there is no easy 
retreat from it. 

After you have studied the manual and 
are sure that you understand how the craft 
was designed to operate, you should study 
the rules of the road for boaters. 

Many local sherriff ’s offices will provide 
boaters with a handy booklet which ex- 
plains both the law and the courtesy of 
boating. 

It is important that you comply with the 
provision of the law, which by the way, 
were designed primarily to save you life. It

The water test is made to insure that the pool water is 
held between a pH of 7.2 and 8.0; because it aids in 
maintaining a proper chlorine residue, prevents irritation 
to the eyes and noses of swimmers using the pool, 
decreases the corrosion of metal parts, and assures the 
proper floccing of alum on the filter bed. ( More about that 
“floccing” in a moment) 

The algaecide is required to prevent your pool being 
filled with a healthy growth of little green things— micro- 
scopic, but messy. The first dose should measure one 
gallon of algaecide to every 50,000 gallons of water. After 
that, add one CU£_for every 50,000 gallons of water, at 
intervals. 

Chlorine combats germs and purifies pool water— but it 
dissolves rapidly in sunlight and should be applied only in 
the early morning or evening. See your dealer for correct 
dosage. 

Cloudy water, if it is caused by something other than 
algae, calls for the use of alum— and here we return to 
that word “floccing* ’ 

Alum will form a floe— a gelatinous mass— over the 
sand or gravel filter, the dosage being two ounces per 
square foot of filter area. 

A floe strains out particles which are too fine for even 
sand to trap. But at the same time, alum lowers the pH 
value of the water, which should be very carefully 
checked and corrected— possibly by the use of soda ash to 
raise the value. 

A nice little equation regarding pH balance would run 
something like this: Ash raises; alum lowers. The two can 
be used in striking the preferred pH. 

And now you’re ready to spend a summer at poolside, 
provided, of course, you keep a regular inspection and 
maintenance going. 

And provided, of course, that you remembered to fill the 
pool in the first place!

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CAMPING 

There's more to it than pitching a tent

Camping. It’s a recreational activity you 
either like very much or abhor greatly. 
There’s no middle ground. You can have 
all the conveniences of home or just a few 
necessities, but the one thing you do need 
is a love of the out of doors. 

There are several types of camping 
available to the novice camper— by tent, 
camper trailer of recreational vehicle. 
Tent camping is the most rustic approach, 
but with a little effort it too can be as 
elaborate as the best equipped 
recreational vehicle. 

And tent camping is what this article is 
all about 

If you’re starting out in camping and 
have none of the equipment, before you 
start buying, there’s a few things you 
should consider 

Your most important purchase will be 
the tent, which can be made of canvass, 
nylon or a combine of both. Canvass tents 
are a bit bulkier than the lighter weight 
nylon ones and are a bit harder to pack. 

The size of the tent is another con- 
sideration. Small two-man tents will fit 
nicely in a car, but its name aptly 
describes the accommodations — floor 
space for two sleeping bags. If you want to 
store food boxes or luggage you may find a 
few lumps under your sleeping bag. 

When tents are described as sleeping 
two or six people, it means the floor space 
will accommodate two or six people with 
their sleeping bags touching If you want a 
little privacy you may have to consider a 
larger tent. 

We travel with a 10- 14-foot canvass tent, 
that sleeps two adults, one child and two 
large- and medium-sized dogs The extra 
space allows for stashing the camp stove 
and ice chest suitcases, and with a little re- 
arranging, lawn chairs for some light 
reading during rain storms. 

The next important purchase is sleeping 
bags. The weight— by pound — determines 
how much protection you’ll get from the 
cold down to a certain temperature. If 
you’re going to be a summer only camper, 
you won’t need sleeping bags designed for 


Artie weather. 

Air matresses also are something to 
consider, unless you like waking up to a 
sore back that is molded to every pebble 
and hole underneath the tent floor They 
come in all styles, with rubberized can- 
vass about your best bet. Vinyl matresses 
are best used for swimming, since the 
canvass ones are reinforced and can stand 
up to tossing and turning over an extended 
period of time. 

Once you’ve determined what the ac- 
commodations will be like, it’s time to 
start on the kitchen “utensils”. By utensils 
I mean the camp stove and ice chest. 
Camp stoves also come in all shapes and 
styles from a one-burner propane to three- 
burner fuel feed. 

Propane stoves operate off of cylinders 
of propane gas, while fuel-feed stoves use a 
liquid gas, sold specifically for such stoves 
and camp lanterns. 

The size of the stove will be determined 
by how much cooking you do. If you’re idea 
of breakfast is hot coffee than a two- 
burner, will suffice, but if you go the route 
of bacon and eggs and coffee, something 
isn’t going to be hot when the other two 
are. 

I used a two-bumed fuel-feed stove one 
year and found it no fun jockeying the 
coffee pot, two frying pans and a bucket of 
hot water— for washing dishes— no fun at 
all The next year I purchased a three- 
burner stove. I still have to jockey pots and 
pans around, but at least the entire meal is 
hot when I serve it. 

The ice chest is a value judgement. 
Their sole purpose is to keep food cold. The 
size is up to you. If you only plan on 
keeping some milk, meat and vegetables 
cold, a smaller one will suffice, but if you 
hope to also fit beer and pop in there, 
better buy a bigger one 

Those are the basic items you need to set 
up camp, but if you plan to commune with 
nature where there is no electricity, then 
consider the purchase of a camp lantern 
They come in one- or two-mantal gas or 
propane styles Their purpose is to provide 
light around the campsite after dark, and 
the size of the area you want to light up is 
up to you. 

There also are a few other items you 


might want to purchase. Unless you have a 
fantastic lung capacity and don’t mind 
huffing and puffing for an hour or so, an air 
pump should be considered for inflating 
those air matresses. There are hand 
pumps, simi l ar to bicycle pumps, foo t 
pumps that work like bellows and a lazy 
man’s dream come true, an electric pump 
that operates off the car’s cigarette 
lighter. 

Another item to consider is an awning 


for protection from bad weather. Inex- 
pensive versions are of a nylon-reinforced 
material with side poles and stakes and a 
center pole that sits on top of the table. 
More elaborate ones include screening, 
floors and even flaps to keep the rain out. 

That’s the basic equipment you’ll need to 
set up camp. What you add to it — lawn 
chairs, portable radio, electric lights, 
portable bar— is up to you.
